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Slade, the Spiritualist, 

He Goe* to UrusKuIa unit Klourliiliou like 
tlie Green Buy Tree— Uts Bxplotts In 
(he nelKiati r/otropoIlEb 

Tho notorious Dr. Henry Slatlo, the 
tlotected Spiritualist, who, after legal 
convietiou iu Englaud, escaped iiu- 
prisonment by giving what is^ called 
'•leg bail," is nourishing here in 
Brussels, after a short visit to St. 
Petersburg, where ho found a few 
dujies. Previous to his public seances 
he invited all the Br'issels journalists 
to a t)rivato rehearsal, and astonished 
them so much that their repoits next 
day 'wero unai^imously in bis favor. 
This drew crowds to seo him. The 
writing ou tho slate b^' an invisible 
person, which was delected in Loudon, 
he seems to have so much improved 
that several clever persons, decidedly 
not spiritualistic, who went expressly 
■ to expose him, failed to do so. To 
make all sure each brought his ovrn 
slate with him, marked so aa to pre- 
vent its being changed, and placed it 
beyond Slade's roach \vhile the writing 
took place. After this a pencil .was 
placed between two slates, set one on 
the other, and was heard to write. 
When the upper slate was lifted there 
was writing on the lower one. 

This was published and iucreabeJ 
the furor in Slade's \favor. Next the 
"Etoile Beige," a leading paper here, 
■wrote and published a similar indorse- 
Tnent. A few daj's later ho received 
through tlio post from Loudon an 
English paper in which was a short 
account of blade's trial and conviction. 
Tiiis be puhlished, denouncing Slade 
as aa imposter. In, Belgium,, every 
one whose 'name is mentioned detri- 
mentally in a newspaper has what is 
called the right of reply (technically 
the droit do response), and tho editor 
had under this to publish a long letter 
in explanation and denial from Slade, 
wbicb in my poor judgment literally 
amounts to nothing, but which his 
admirers regard as a most conclusive 
reply. So the matter stands at present, 
with Slade lioatiug on a full and rush- 
ing tide of adroitness, cro;.Uility aud 
Success. Ho has a host believers, 
eager and fervent, not in: Brussels 
alone, but throughont Belg;ium, es- 
pecially in tho larger towns, where 
IJltramontanisnl (which is called Cleri- 
cism in France) has caused many to 
renounce tho professiou of any re- 
ligion. Spiritualism thus takes the 
form of a reaction from atheism, and 
appears to have great attractions for 
those who feel tho want of believing in 
something. 

As there is mention of a French re- 
volving cannon, designed for attacking 

torpedo boats with a contiuuous 
stream of shot or shell, tho Ordnance 
Select Committee have brought for- 
ward for modiiicatiuii a weapon of tho 
same species, wliich has, however, been 
for some cousiderublo timein.tbeir 
possession, but nut regarded as of any 
particular value until tho demand for 
a special antidote for torpedo craft 
became manifest. The gun, which is 
constructed ou tho Gatluig principle, 
bus ten rilled barrels, eaoh of lin. 
calibre, revolving around a centre fed 
with cartridges through a hopper at 
tho top, and capable of firing at the 
rate of 500 rounds per minute. Special 
steel bullets, in shape resembling 
Palliser projectiles, but coated with 
lead to take the rilling, after the man- 
ner, of th() original - Armstrong shot, 
ore being made in thfl Eoyal Labora- 
tory in the Eoyal Arsenal, Woolwich, 
and the gun is being re-chambered for 
experiment. It is believed tiiat it may 
bo relied upon to destroy completely a 
boat's crew at a mile range or pene- 
trate at the same distance a fin. iron 
l^late.

KOOTENAY DISTRICT. 



The recent death of the late W.O.Mjilby 
has oreatud a vaoanoy in Ibe representu- 
tion of Kootenay District in tlie local Pm - 
liament. Members of tlie legislature and 
that portion of the public who paid fre- 
quent visits to the Houso duiiug last 
session will support us in tlio iissortion 
that there was not ia PavHaiiiont a more 
zealous, painstaking member than Mr. 
Milby. To liia iudividiial oxortious 
'the people of Kooteuay aro iu a groat 
measure indebted for tlio very largo in- 
oreaae in the amount appropriated for ex- 
penditure on public works witbin tkoir 
district. To him alone, i[B;.dtter^the:. credit 
of having induced tte ' Goiie'fnment to 
Bnrvoy for a bridge across Kootenay river, 
a work which the House at the approacli- 
ing session will be asked to sanction. Al- 
though not a frequenter lengthy speaker, 
yet when Kootenay's* interests weie in 
volved he was eloquent and forcible. Ilia 
speech in committee cf supply upon the 
wants of his District and the neglect that 
it had sustained at tlm hands of the pre- 
ceding adminitstratioii will long be re 
membered as one of the most ell'ectivo and 
forcible of the session. The Oppohition 
early saw iu him a man of energy and 
businesH cainii'ity whoso vote it was do- 
sirable to gain. They resorted to every 
artifice to win him from his pledges. His 
answer iavariably was, "Gentlemen,when 
I find reason to oppose the (Jpyernment, 
rast assured I shall do so. Thris" far I 
only see in the ranks of the Opposition 
men who when in ofliee uystcinatically no 
glected Kootenay. I shall, therefore, give 
the now Government i»' fair trial." i'rom 
the day that ho voted to wujjport 
the Government iu their niihvay 
policy Mr. Milby was a marked man. 
Their words of praise as sweet as honey, 
were turned to-,. abuse as bitter as gall. 
Ho was accused of being moved by cor- 
rupt motives, was sneered and jeered at ; 
was held up to ridicule Eudd feproaoli; and 
the crudest inuendoes were hurled at him. 
Posbesblng a highly sensitive iiatnro the 
cruel stabs took such deep.elVect on his 
mind, that his reason bocanio aOected. 
For the three months prior to the day of 
his death it was apparent that the unforl u- 
nate man was not clothed in his 
right mind; yet his sad mental con- 
dition appealed in vain to the sym 
pathies ol the coldblooded men who 
had determined, if possible, to bound 
the unfortunate mau into hid grave. In 
spite of the prayers of an aged father 
and the tears of a faithful wife, they per- 
sisted in their determination and to-day 
they have the satisfaction of knowing that 
at least one voice that was raised ngiiinst 
them in the House last session is forever 
•tilled in death! 

solemn duty will shortly devolve on 
the people of Kootenay. They will soon 
be asked to fiU the vacatjcy occurred by 
the death of Mr. Milby by returning a 
man capable of taking up the work whore 
he laid it down. "We feel confident that 
the electors will properly discharge the 
obligation devolving on them. One of 
their representatives has been dono to 
deathbylthe'oruel.; attaok8 of men who 
could not make him bend to tteir wicked 
purposes. The duty of his lato constitu- 
ents is to return a mau who will ])ursue 
the same path their deeeased member trod, 
and who, iudiQ'creat to the fuuers. the 
frowns, or the menaces of oppouontH will 
perform his whole duty to the District 
and the Province. We have before 
us the statutes of 1875, 1876 and 
1877. From them wo learn that the 
amount of public money appropriated for 
expenditure ia Kootenay District iu 1875

enay, besides expending a considerable 
sum in surveying a site for a bridge 
across Kootenay river. These ligures will 
show that tho "Government have the ad- 
vancement of that too long neglected dis 
trict at heart, and ought to convince even 
dyed-in-tho-wool Opiitisitioni.sts that iu 
Supporting the presciit Govei-iiiuont tlieir 
late member acted with judgment and pa- 
triottsm.TheGo^stQjinentwillput forward 
no candidate in the dpproiiching canvass. 
That duty may bo safely left to thu con- 
Btitueucy to arrange. Le:ist of all will

Tlui cutter ar- 
rived just in tiino to prevent the Indratja 
from demolishing tlie barrioade around 
the town. Tboy Iiad already commonoed, 
and had pnlled down some 200 feet (be- 
ing protected by 70 armed warriors) from 
any interference by the whitoa. The citi- 
aeus seomed to thiuk tluit tho tiiuely ar- 
rival of tho cutter waij tho means of pre- 
venting t!io ludiaiis (during tlicirdruuk 
en revelry) from nnu'during tlio whites. 
There is much alarm amongst tho citizens, 
and nearly all of them are too jjoor to 
abandon what property they have and 
leave tho cotintry. Homo of the store- 
keepers are making preparations to re- 
move to Wrangdl. Col. De Alma, tho re- 
cently appointed collector, Liis returned 
on tho Califurna and 'tis said will not re- 
turn to Sitka, ,nnles3 the Government fur- 
nishes the proper protection necessary for 
tho safe prosecution of the business of the 
Customs Department.

EUROPE. 
London, Oct. 25. — A Bucharest cor- 
respondent oays: After a tour of inspec- 
tion of tho czarowitch's iiosition he is 
convinced that the winter's campaign is 
impossible with existing transport facili- 
ties. Already fodder sometimes ~ fails f«r 
days. . 

ViicNNA, Oct. 25. — K irs lins been bom- 
barded and part of the city is on fire. 
Tho place is provisioned for four months. 

London, Oct. 2(). -A Russian olhcial 
dispatch dati.'d Tuccoeitza, before Plevna, 
October 25tli, sayi': Yesterday, after n 
desporato engagement of ten hours' dur 
atiou General Gourka'a detachments, 
operating with a portion of ihn Imperial 
Guard, captured a strong position between 
Guruji Dubnik and 'Toliche. Gourka 
then stationed himself ou tho Sofia road, 
streugthing his position with new fortifi- 
cations. This eogagameht also resulted 
in the capture of Achinet Erosi Pasha, 
together with his chief of stafT, and many 
other Turkish ofhcors. About 3,000 foot 
soldiers, an ontiro regiment of cavalry, 
four cannon and a quantity of riOos and 
ammunition were also captured. Our loss 
is not known, but must havo been con- 
siderable. 

Suloiuian Pasha telegraphs under dato 
of October 25th, as follows: To-day 12 
Russian battalions, with cavalry and ar- 
tillery, attacked tho works of Rustchuck. 
Thu 'iurk.i mado a sortie and forced the 
Russians to retire into their entrench- 
ments at Rijrgos with a lo-s of -150 killed 
and wouudeil. Four Russian divisions 
attacked tho Turki.-li lino ou tho Loin. 
Javanefitlem, near Kosovo ou tho right, 
to Solenek on the left. They were repuls- 
ed with a loss of 800 killed and some 
prisoners. The Turkish loss was . 160 
Ikilled^and 60 wounded 

In regard to Gen, Gourka's victory 
Chevket Pasha's ollicial dispatch from 
Orchanio claims that the attack on Te'licho 
was repulsed, but admits that tho Bus- 
sirn cavalry has posted itself at Dubrick 
and destroyed the telegraijh lines. 

London, Oct, /25.-^The race lor tho 
Ancaster Wbller handicap race brought 
out niuohoraos, aud resulted in a victory 
for Sanford's horse Start.

The way is nqw 
jopeu for the investment of Eustchuk, 
(Which will probably be done at once, as 
the Ituiisians havo suilicient foreu to mask 
Uustchuck and move against tho (Central 
Turkish iiositioii at Rasgrad. Tho Riis- 
siiui intention sooms to be to mask Rust- 
chuk, to menace Rasgrad, hold Baouf in 
check and then pot every available luun 
and gun to the work of capturing Plevna. 
Tho retreat of Sulidmau re^'oals tho unex- 
pected weakness of tho eaKteru Turkish 
army, so that reinforoenienta are being 
sent to Plevna from thu army of the Czaro- 
witch. It 18 the o\ ident intention of tho 
Russians to fight nowhere in Bulgaria ex- 
cept at Plevna, which position more than 
all else bars the road to Constantinople. 
The investment of Plevna is not complet- 
ed, although the accumulation of Russian 
cavalry is making tho Turkish communi- 
cations every day moro dilhcult. Despita 
all the rosy accounts from Pora, it is be- 
lieved that Osniau is not well supplied 
aud tho capture or evacuation of tho place 
is not distant. 

London, Oct. 20. — An iraprosaiou pro 
vails that since tho rains tho Russians aro 
convinced of tho imijosaibility of wintor- 
ine(?iQ'iiBnIgarla aud will make a desperate 
effort to feduco Plevna and defeat Sulei- 
man Pasha's army before retirement into 
Roumania bocomos necessary.

Imperial 
Guards, as thoy arrived, took np posi- 
tions on the Russian loft, thus gradually 
prolonging tho linQ''of investment across 
the Lovai/i road to tho Sofia road. Tho 
invostmout by tho infantry extends from 
tho Ronmauian positions northwest of 
Plevna to the Sofia road on the west. Tho 
circle is completed by Gen. Gourko's ca- 
valry, which can out oO'all supplies, but 
tho lUiasiaiis are ovory day rocpiving re- 
inforcements, and th(!ro is every appear- 
ance that they intend to surround Plevna 
by a series of worky, us tho Germans did 
Paris. The Russians will soon have 
troops enough to complete the infantry 
investment. Tho correspondent thinks 
that there is every reason to believo Plev- 
na is not victualled sufficiently to stand a 
siogo ntil spring, and t hatappourencosaro 
that Osmuu Pasha will altompt, probably 
uusiiceessfully, to tight iiis way out. Tho 
correspondent concludes: "I mnsb say 
now tho question of a second campaign is 
resolutoly faced, and tho prospects looks 
moro hopeful for tho Russians than at 
any time siuco Gen. Krudder's defeat. 

CoN.STANTtNOi'LE, Oct. 2().— Elections 
for tho Turkish chamber havo begun. 

Private disjjatohes say Ismael Pasha 
has effected a junction with Mukhtar Pa- 
sha. 

Berlin, Oct. 20.— The lower house of 
tho district to-day discussed tho fur- 
loughs granted liismarck and offered 
Count Von Enlenburg, Fridontha], min- 
ister of agriculture, aud Camphausen, 
minister of tiuance. The ministry 
adhered to [ their policy of -internal 
reform and wore ready to resign if the 
house considered them no longer equal to, 
their duties.

Dean Alford says (Allord'a Greek 
Tcsliimeut, -Ith eiliiion, vol. 1, p. 430, 
note) — The only admissible rendering 
is .'among men of God's good pleasure 
— i. e ., among the elect people of God.' 
Those who have roail their IMbles 
should Tiuow thai, ilio i^.u'omiso of the 
Gospel is not '])oaco hut a Hwori.!." 

The military corre.spo' dent of Lo 
Teinps says that at the last battle be- 
fore Plevna, the Kussian soldiers were 
loud iu their praises of the wonderful 
bravery of the Turks. Tho colonel 
of an artillery reginiQiit told him thai 
his guns wero cutting down tho Turks 
in hundreds, but they bravely held on 
and showed no signs of giving way 
under the lire directed against them. 
A Russian soldier twrned round to the 
officer nud said: — "When our Czar is 
in Plevna ho certainly oiii;hL to give 
soino crosses of tho Order of St, George 
to thoBO bravo men."
